SIMPLICITY, speed 
and skill will be the 
hallmarks of the 
Eddie Thomson 
reign as Australian 
national coach.

Forgetting the tacti- 
cal jargon which over- 
complicates the world 
game, football tactics 
are quite simple. 

What do we do 
when we have the ball 
and what do we do 
when we lose it. 

Of the two tasks 
when we lose the ball 
is the easier skill as it 
requires discipline, or- 
ganisation, fitness and 
defensive co-operation 
— skills Australian te- 
ams have always pos- 
sessed quite simply be- 
cause they are the easi- 
er to master. 

It is this fact that 
Thomson alludes to 
when saying we can 
defend. 

When we have the 
ball, when we attack, 
is where Thomson, the 
Socceroos and most te- 
ams have problems. 

Unique skills, creati- 
vity, improvisation, 
quality finishing and 
combined attacking 
thrusts are the scarce 
skills of the game.

WHILE soccer definitely has a long list of 
potential players to become rightful 


“Stars of the 90s” 


as witnessed by the 


never-ending stream of young talent to 
all parts of the globe, it would seem just 
as relevant to concentrate on the needs 
of the 90s in an attempt to set the game 
on a steady foundation. 


When mentioning 
how crucial an objec- 
tive this is, I am refer- 
ring to the situation 
from a player's view- 
point. 

Too many examples 
are taking place that 
underline the import- 
ance of firm guidelines 
for the commitments 
today’s player should 
make to the game. 

Some NSL clubs 
have seen the need for 
contracted players to 
have a developmental 
arm.attached to their 
current playing terms, 

This is an encourag- 
ing aspect and allows 
the relocation of 
someone, for example 
moving from Melbou- 
me to Sydney, to earn 
a very attractive wage 
purely from soccer and 
its associated activities 
(eg. school visits, 
shopping centre prom- 
otiong, club presenta 
tions). 

It also leaves the 
door open for extra 
training, and most im- 
portantly the players’ 
availability for the 
numerous areas of 
representative soccer 
that will be taking 
place over the next 
three years, with a 
green light. 

The youth team, 
under 23 Olympic 
squad and senior Soc- 
ceroo teams still con- 
tain enormous poten- 
tial in soccer’s credibil- 
ity stakes. 

The need for success 
on and off the field in 
the role we have to 
play as hosts of the 
1993 World Youth 
Championships seem 
integral to evaluating 
how far soccer has 
progressed since the 
1981 tournament was 
played here. 

If it still seems 
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something like an im- 
possible dream for 
full-time professional- 
ism to take hold of 
Australian soccer, 
then surely the clubs’ 
attempts at offering a 
full-time commitment 
to soccer is to be con- 
gratulated. 

That will, with 
further refinement and 
resources, lead to a 
situation where elite 
players are not forced 
to leave jobs or take 
part-time work to 
make financial ends 
meet. 

The disappointing 
encounter between the 
Socceroos and the Ko- 
reans added consider- 
able weight to the 
theory that part-timers 
will always face a se- 
vere uphill battle in 
contests against well 
Prepared and match fit 
opposition, 


The Paul Wade 
reaction typifies the 
frustration of a true 
professional who was 
upset at the hopeless- 
ness of that particular 
two-match series. 


The other side of 
the coin was revealed 
by players when they 
came to the defence of 
the Socceroos, and
